Ins when Pedgrlft. representing a number 
of local architects and the Home Industry 
League, filed a statement with City Clerk 
Frank Thompson that he would com- 
mence proceedings-for a. referendum elec- 
tion If the council fatted.to pass an alter^. 
ratlve ordinance presented by him as~~a 
substitute for that now In effect governing 
the city architect's office 


That a grave discourtesy had been 


done the council in the manner In which 
Podsrrift had attempted to force the legis- 
lation, was declared by Mavor Frank K. 
Mott. .It was pointed out that no attempt

liad been made to ask the council to 


lder or pass the proposed ordinance, 


-3 tliat it had been assumed by Pcd- 
that the council would not coiRIder 


his proposed ordinance. 


Pedgrift brought his proposed ordinance 


before the council yesteraav. and was 
advised to have copies made that the 
members of the city council might read 
thoeo and consider what action they de- 
sired to tatoj.

Due to the competition resulting from 
dividing the city into five districts, and 
asking- separate bids on each 
district, 
115.065 will bo saved In the municipal 
lighting bill for the coming fiscal year, 
provided a way Is found In which the city 
can. legally enter into a contract without 
violating the city charter. Bids were re- 
ceived by the cltv council from the Pa- 
cific Gas aud ElcCtrlc comu<inj and fiom 
the Central OaMand Light and 
Power 
company. The bids from the Pacific Gas 
nnd Electric company are over $15.000 be- 
low their bid for the past fiscal year. 
Tno division Into districts made It ri- 
sible for the companies which havo x-n 
had a foothold here for a long period *« 
compete for portions of the contract. Tho 
Central Oakland Light and Power com- 
pany entered a bid In district No. 6, and 
this was lower than that of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric. 
, 


•" Commissioner Fred C. Turner, acting 
upou recommendations 
from 
Assistant 
City Electrician George Tudhope, 
sug- 
gested that tho entire contract should be 
let to the Pacific Gas and Electric com- 
pany. 
The matter was referred to the 
city attorney for an. opinion. 
M. H. Gregg, manager for the Central 
Oakland corporation, claims, that his bid 
Is tho lowest for one district, and may 
attempt to prevent the council from let- 
ting- tho entire contract to the PaclfIS 
Gan and Klccrlo company. 


CHARTER PROVISION. 


The city charter provides that a con- 
tract may not be entered Into until the 
funds to defray tli« expense involved are. 
at the time of letting tho contract. In 
the city treasury. The funds for 
the 
lighting contract will not be available 
until after the budget has hocn declared 
(tad tho tax rato fJxcd 
which nil! not 
be done until toward the end of Juno 
The attorney's office Is working to find 
acme means to uurmount this difficulty. 
Tho recommendations made 
by As- 
sistant City Electrician Tudhopa contain 
the following; 
"Tho Central Oakland Light and Power 
company's bid Is only for section No. B, 
and covers only a small part and a few 
Of the methods required in our specifica- 
tions. There could bo no saving to the 
city In accepting any part'of their W''« 
"The Pacific Gas and Electric qi"*r- 
pany'B bids cover all sections and me'n- 
odB required. Taking tho present light- 
ing for tho month ending April 30, 131.:, I 
find that the new rate will amount to a 
saving in tho street lighting fund alone 
of $1122.10 per month, or $13,465.20 per, 
year. About UCOO will be saved In tho 
light, power and gas furnished for public 
buildings of the city. 
This li equiva- 
lent to a total saving of (15.066 per 
year, or about 10 per cent less than the 
old rate, 
"I, therefore, recommond that the Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric company's proposal 
bo accepted In Its entirety. B,- accepting 
It aB a whole, a change rou'd be made 
at' any time during tho V'rlod of tho 
contract without Interference, for 
In- 
stance, It might be desirable to change In 
nome of tho districts to the D C. lum- 
inous arc lamps, which Is a much better 
light; or tho all night achcdulo may bo 
changed.

Without 
such a provision it is self-evident that water competition would 
be as thoroughly stifled by the railroads concerned, after the 
completion of the canal, as'it has been stifled for over thirty 
years past to the great detriment of California's commercial in- 
terests. 


Knowland courageously stuck to his position from the be- 


ginning of the consideration of the canal bill by the committee. 
His advocacy of free tolls for American coastwise shipping was 
not at first taken seriously. He was alone in its advocacy and 
practically laughed at. 
Nothing daunted, he persevered, and 


through, grit and intelligence he has won out, and as the l\ill now 
stands it prevents the possibility of transcontinental railroads 
neutralizing the competitive value of the canal to domestic com- 
merce by controlling the water as well as the land lines. Through 
the fight on the floor of the House, Knowland has b'een loyally 
supported by the California delegation, but to him is due the 
credit for the final result attained. 


The Senate should now pass the bill without amendment, at 


least without amending any feature of it affecting inter-coast 
commerce which it-now contains.

The wreck of the old two-story frame building standing on 


the north side of the Broadway frontage of the big pit excavated 
for the new Kahn department block through the slipping of the 
bank supporting its foundation betrays the frailness of the 
wooden structures which have done service in this city as busi- 
ness and office buildings for the past fifty years or more. The 
wrecked structure is exposed as the veriest shell, metaphorically 
speaking no stronger than a match box or a house built of paste- 
board walls naile3 to reed studding. Fortunately this class of 
business blocks is fast disappearing from all sections of the' cen- 
tral business quarter of the city, and the sooner the better the 


of the type is demolished by the professional house-wrecker 


to make "way' for substantial and safely constructed modern im- 
provements. 


San Francisco's Wafer Front Control. 


San Francisco'has revived the agitation for the surrender to 


it by the State of the control of its own water front, and it has 
already been started as the issue of the coming campaign in the 
legislative districts of the metropolis. This movement is un- 
questionably vastly more sensible and commendable and infi- 
nitely more justifiable than the foolish piratical proposition of 
attempttngHo "gobble up, by dubious annexation or consolidation 
processes, the east bay shore communities which a faction of 
unscrupulous irrationals in San Francisco, backed by a mere 
handful of traitorous uninfluential soreheaded and repudiated 
political hacks on this side of the bay, have been persistently ad- 
vocating for some time past. The latter movement gave no 
promise of anything save the starting of a fierce fight, arousing 
the bitterest sectional animosities and opening a gaping breach 
between the inhabitants of the two sides of the bay which would 
take years unnumbered to close. On the other hand, the propo- 
sition to transfer the control of the San Francisco water front 
Ao the municipality is something which fairly appeals to the 
friendly support.of Oakland and other east bay shore cities. 


.The State has already surrendered the control of the re- 


spective -water fronts of Oakland, Los Angeles, Long Beach and 
San Diego. Most, if not all, of these communities have incurred 
a bonded indebtedness for the commercial improvement of the 
water front control thus granted to them. Permanent commer- 
cial improvements, provided for by an initial bond indebtedness 
of $2,500,000 are now in course of development on the southern 
and western water fronts of Oakland. The plans of future de- 
velopment on the same line are comprehensive, for this city has 
an available commercial water frontage under its absolute con- 
trol, approximating twenty-seven miles in length and yet con- 
tracted within air line limits of only six or seven miles between 
their extremes. 


Since the early sixties, the State has controlled the San Fran- 


cisco water front. Before that time it was ostensibly under mu- 
nicipal control. It was practically being absorbed by private 
ownership when the attempt' to force the bulkhead bill creating 
a private monopoly of the metropolitan water front was defeated 
by th« veto of Governor J. G. Downey. The danger which that 
Jr.cicJ"?* pvprtqpd indured the Statevto step in to protect its in- 
terests and the commercial interest of the city directly con- 
cerned. It has since spent something over $20,000,000 in the 
improvement of the water front; but this sum has been covered 
by the revenues of the port toward which every section of the 
Pacific coast has contributed indirectly. 
Not a cent has been 


contributed thiough direct taxation by California. All of the 
Pacific States end, indeed, transcontinental and transpacific com- 
merce, has contributed indirectly a quota toward the defraying 
of the cost. 


Since the State assumed control, San Francisco has learned 


rr>flnv !h in PS of importance to its welfare regarding the value of 
the management of its commercial water front which it over- 
looked before. It has finally awakened to its importance through 
the object, lesson given ~it by Oakland. 


It stands to reason that Oakland can raise no valid objec- 


tion to San Francisco acquiring corresponding water front privi- 
leges to those it is itself enjoying. To oppose such a movement 
would be a repetition of the principle incorporated in the fable 
of the dog in the manger. Wh'le Oakland is paying the cost of 
permanently improving its water front, San Francisco will have 
to do the same thing ultimately, if it gets control of its water 
front, as most of the improvements made by the State have been 
of a temporary character only., 


Granting self-control to San Francisco of its water front will, 


of course, mean the coincident necessity of the creation of Oak- 
land as an independent port of entry and the establishment here 
of a custom-house, at w&ich all the duties on merchandise con-

$raff/fig Americans Int® Italian Army. 


A young Oaklander of Italian parentage and Australian birth, 


but a naturalized citizen of the United States who recently vis- 
ited Italy with the intent of getting married there, discovered, 
when,speking a marriage license, that he would be required to 
sign papers which, immediately after the wedding, would subject 
him to thi-ee years' military service and result at once in his be- 
ing drafted into the Italian army. That he had been born under 
the British flag, had renounced allegiance to Great Britain and 
was a naturalized citizen of the United Stateb—the official proof 
of which he submitted—made no impression on the Italian au- 
thorities and he was refused the license to marry and was com- 
pelled to return home without his bride. Of course, the mutual 
affection of the young people will find a satisfactory means of 


prfwrnino- tho ob^laclp. 
The incident shows, however, that the rights of American cit- 


izens in Italy, under the treaty between that country and the 
United States, are circumscribed, and that the Italian govern- 
ment exercises arbitrarily, under, a very trifling pretext, the 
right of impressing naturalized Americans of Italian parentage 
into its army whenever they come within its territorial jurisdic- 
tion. Evidently, the treaty needs a thorough revision—one 
which will give positive assurance to both native and naturalized 
citizens that their American citizenship is a guarantee of the en-

New York, Predicts Pros- 


perous Year. -

Sproiik- Jr. of the Southern Pacific 
Company is in New York for a gcn- 
cial conference with the other offi- 
cials of the Harriman system regard- 
ing conditions in Southern Pacific 
territory and 
particularly in Cali- 


fornia, 


.Mr. Sproule said: 
"Califoinia will 
have a good crop output this year. 
The record will at leabt equal that of 
1911. The business sentiment in Cali- 
fornia, aside from being affected by 
the outlook for good crops, is de- 
cidedly helped by the advance in the 
price of silver and copper. -The lum- 
ber business has been dull, but with 
the increased activity in steel and 
copper the demand for lumber pro- 
ducts must inveitably strengthen. 


"So far as politics is concerned, Cal- 


ifornia's chief interest Is in the tariff., 
The products of the state are largely 
products which compete with the out- 
put ot 
foreign 
conntnes, 
such 
as 


oianges, lemons, sugar, 
beets, etc. 


Otherwise, aside from a modest share 
of that factionalism 
which always 
marks a political campaign, Califor- 
nia is less interested in or affected by 
the 
Presidential 
contest 
than 
are 


other .sections of the country. 


"The Southern Pacific has no fi- 


nancing in mind. As for construction 
we are working: steadily on the Na- 
tron-KIamath Falls line, which goes 
to the west of Mount Shasta, giving 
us a double track over an important 
section of the north and south South- 
ern Pacific line. I cannot say when 
this line will be completed. 
A great 


deal of work is of the heavy type, 
which cannot be rushed- "We are also 
building a 120-mile extension 
from 


Fernley into the timber and wheat 
belt, and are rushing work on the 
Northwestern Pacific in connection 
with the Santa Fe, closing up the last 
gap between San Francisco and Eu- 
reka In the northwestern corner of 
the state. This will give us a coast 
line over the entire length of Cali- 
fornia, in addition to our interior 
lines in the state." 


Asked regarding the reported plans 


for a $20,000.000 bridge between San

"There is an engineer who has 


a. plan for such a, bridge, but I am

tions in "the bay. With the strength 
of the current there, the prolect seems 
impossible of successful accomplish- 
ment except through the expenditure 
of an unjustifiable sum."

i F every woman could see a -back view and profile 


of herself she would hesitate before purchasing' a 
large hat. Fashion influences women to such a 
tremendous extent that they wear any modish 
hat, 
regardless of whether it suits their face and 


figure. Women with regular features always look 


more beautiful in a severely plain hat and never lock quite 
right and symmetrical in what is called a picture hat. For- 
tunately this season Paris has decided upon no set fashions in 
hats; almost any hat, trimmed modishly, even if an old remod- 
eled shape, is right to wear as long as it is becoming. And 
women make a great mistake to wear any hat that is unbe- 
coming. Features may be distorted and eyes shadowed and 
dulled by wearing hats thjt turn down over the' face. Many 
women who have affected the bell-shaped hat, drawn away 
down over -the eyes and covering the ears, have taken every 
vestige of intelligence out of their faces. Whereas, had they 
Avorh a hat turned up around the brim, showing the outline of 
.the ear and eyebrows, all of the intelligence of expression 
would be shown, adding charm to the appearance. 


Perliaps there is no place in the world where women show 


to such disadvantage as in making an exit from a theater after 
a performance. Women who are beautiful and well-gowned, 
wearing beautiful hats when going into a th 6\ter, come out of 
it after putting on their hats without the aid of a mirror in a 
most grotesque manner. I have seen dignified, severely prop- 
er looking women come out after the play looking anything 
but dignified, much worse for wear, and absolutely ridiculous, 
feathers pointing as far away from the original intention as 
one can imagine. 


It is too bad. that women are obliged to remove their hats in 


a theater, but, as it is positively a rule of today, women should 
wear tiny headgear, if they wear anything at all on their 
heads in the-theater. Even in the street cars' it is good form 
nowadays to go to a theater without a hat. A smart coiffure 
is.the most becoming headgear any woman can wear. Like 
London and Paris, America has passed the age of being aston- 
ished at unconventionalities. To be sure, in going to a mati- 
nee, 
women must wear hats, but if they were to wear the little 


skullcaps of flowers, with a bow of tulle, they would be wear- 
ing the most becoming and effective bonnet known. The lit- 
tle flower caps with lace bows are the fad of today. Being so 
small and shaped to the head, it is not necessary to remove 
them from the head at the theater. 


Appropriateness of dress is. a study that few women give 


much attention to, and which is the essence of refinement. 
Good taste can enhance womanly beauty to a greater degree 
than wealth.. A young girl should never spoil her youthful 
expression,by large, fancy hats. Study the shape of your head 
and keep your outlines perfect. Milliners are prone to sell 
hats regardless of whether they are becoming or not. So ev- 
ery girl or woman should know what she wants before she 
goes to select a headpiece. 


I do not, attempt to advise women what fashion to adopt, 


but I do implore them to regard their features and their mode 
of hairdressing arid buy hats that do not destroy their out- 
line. Wear small hats at matinees, so that you need not re- 
move them, and avoid looking as if you were going backward 
or sideways when coming out of the theater. Remember, you 
are not obliged to see yourself in an unbecoming hat, but oth- 
ers are not so fortunate.

ation in Its publications and through the 
press that the disgraceful 
Inefficiency 


characterizing public expenJitmes is not 
the result of any single Individual's In- 
efficiency, but Is tho combined accumu- 
lation of years of unsystcmatized effort, 
or lack of effort, and that to correct the 
evil means, not only a thorough reoigan- 
Izatlon of State, county and municipal af- 
fairs, but means also the repeal of laws 
now on the statute books, and the enact- 
ing of other laws that will make posbible 
the reforms demanded 


It would be a miracle if under our ex- 


isting political conditions, we had oven a 
trace of efficiency. 
We do not elect our 


officials because of any particular fitness 
to till any given office. 
Beaumarchais' 


epigram. "Tne Post requires a mathema- 
tician—it was given to a dancing mas- 
ter"—accurately 
describes 
our predica- 


ment. And to make Inefficiency doubly 
snre, wo deiriand, at the end of not more 
than four years, that the Incumbent seek 
re-olectlon with its attendant 
expense 


and uncertainty. 


Is this a fair reward of tho faithful ser- 


vant? Can we expect real efficiency cou- 
pled with such uncertain tenure of office? 
Is It reasonable to suppose the novice 
can bring to the position the knowledge 
and skill necessary to produce efflcency 
and a high typo of administration? 


Picture, if you can, tho chaos that 


would beset any large corporation where- 
in the heads of departments were elected 
ovory year or two by the stockholders, 
without regard to paat training or qual- 
ification, and wcro Independent each oil 
tho others; reporting to no one, keeping 
such accounts as they please, without any 
co-ordlnatlon or system, and knowing that 
no matter whether their administration 
\\ aa gooci or bad, thov must face at the 
end of a short period a bitter campaign 
for re-election tilth its attendant ex- 
penso and uncertainty. 
County LacKs Single 
System 


Can such a condition make for an ef- 


ficient administration? It might bo sold 
that stockholders of a corporation would 
not be such fools. Yet It IB so with our 
public offllcals. 
Alameda county, which 


In reality Is a great coiporatlon owned 
by Its citizens, has no accounting system 
uorthy of tho name; it locks both stand- 
ardization and co-ordination. 
Each do- 


p.irtmcnt keeps Its accounts In Its own 
way, cnch Independent of tho othor and 
with an utter disregard of any consoli- 
dated final balance sheet, without which 
efficiency and economy cannot bo ob- 
tained, nor the most fundamental trans- 
actions carried on with reasonable Intel- 
ligence. 


In the past, tho legislature of this State 


hns been totally Incapable of Intelligently 
passing upon the demands for Increased 
salaries and methods of procedure that 
baVe boon presented to It by public office 
holders, actuated In tbe main, more by 
dcslro to Increase their personal political 
power or salaries than by any desire to 
benefit tho community. 


Tf *«'«"-« ^rvnrittlorts nre to be rectified, 


tho cltir-ons of tho State of California and 
locally tLe citizens of Alameda county, 
must exercise BJI Intelligent supervision 
and manifest at least a tepid interest in 
public affairs. 


In England It IB tho ambition of tho 


private citizen to hold public office. 
It 


Is sought for fis a coveted honor, and there 
Is manifested an Intense Interest In public 
questions. It Is to be .-cgretted that this 
condition does not exist In America. Tho 
private Individual qualified to fill such 
positions, as a' rule, shuns public offlc», 
and refuses to accept the responsibility 
resting upon his shoulders; a rosponslbll- 
ty which ho cannot honorably escape, and 
which he must assume If our democratic 
[form of goveimneni M u> lu'.'j i '.:'";• "- 


Tbe lack of efficiency In publio affairs. 


In sharp contrast to the constant striv- 
ing on tho part of private corporations 
to reach n- higher level of efficiency, can 
hardlr he wondered at when wo stop to 
consider rliat the collection of monev en- 
tails no effort on the part of the public 
official and flit there Is no disinterested, 
non-partlsnn r.iporvWm of such collec- 
tions *nd expenditures that will act as a 
balancing influence to prevent, on the one 
hand, tho collection of unnecessary sums, 
and, 
upon the other, the wasteful expendi- 


ture of sums so collected 
Formed to Fill Gap 


It !s the f-nctlon of th" Ta\ Associa- 


tion to hrMorrt 
th« gap between the tnt- 


pa>er and tha public of.'iotal who Is inter- 
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ested in the expenditure of tax money. 
The private Individual cannot Intelligently 
examine and criticise the situation be- 
cause of lark of expert knowledge, and 
because of lack of time to properly and 
thoroughly collect and digest the neces- 
sary data 
It is believed that an organi- 


zation -nhose business it is to gather this 
data and properly digest and present the 
facts to the private individual will ac- 
complish a great public service 
It is 


also recognized that such an institution 
must 
be 
absolutely 
non-partisan, un- 


prejudiced, dispassionate and patient. 
It 


must work through trained experts along 
stanclaid lines, it must make no criticism 
without suggesting a remedy, and it must 
not expect to attain the maximum of ef- 
ficiency except by a slow process of grad- 
ual improvement over a period of years. 
It must conduct its operations with dig- 
nity, and be far removed from those 
sporadic efforts resulting from acute tem- 
porary hysteria that 
unfortunately at 


times inflict every community and often, 
in the end, result in more harm than good 
although sponsored by honest and wor- 
thy citizens, who err because of too much 
zeal and too little knowledge. 
Organization is Needed 


The membership of the organization 


has groi-rn slowly during the year due 
to two causes; first, j-eluctance on the part 
of the officials to Initiate an energetic 
campagin for members until they bad 
tested the field and determined the ne- 
cessity and justification for such an or- 
ganization. 
This has been done; it has 


been demonstrated that the organization 
is justified and that It can perform an 
oJtti'em«ly important 
function. 
Second, 


lack of knowledge and faith on the part of 
the public as to the ability of the asso- 
ciation, it's disinterestedness and its free- 
dom from political affiliations. This at- 
titude of scepticism on the part of the 
public It is believed Is rapidly disappear- 
ing, and It is hoped that with each suc- 
ceeding publication the membership will 
rapidly Increase. At the present time the 
total membership Is 601. 


In order that the members and tho pub- 


lic may have an intelligent idea of the 
future proposed activities tha following1 
outline Is given of tha investigations to 
be made In the county of AJameda:

The Tax Association has as yet dona 


but HUlo work In tlio city of Oakland. 
This is duo to tho belief that work In tho 
county was of more importance because 
It directly affected all of tho residents of 
the county both In Oakland and In tho 
other city and country districts. 


Some months ago at the suggestion'of 


Mayor Mott, tho Tax Association began an 
Invcstlcatlon of tho accounting system of 
tho city of Oakland. 
During tho visit of 


Messrs. Lower and Miles from Chicago, 
fho mater was further discussed with tho 
final result that tho firm of Lester, Hor- 
rlck & Herrlck was employed by tha Tax 
Association to Investigate the accounting 
situation In Oakland and formulate a sor- 
les of recommendations. This report WOK 
•recently completed and 
copies tlioreof 


furnished Mayor Mott. 


Tho conclusions of the report briefly 


•were ns follows. 


"We ore of the opinion that the ac- 


counts of the city of Oakland are not 
adequate or sufficient to record all 
transactions In a proper manner or to 
result In the exhibition of Information 
or rt'poi tft ui a, Cmu.n li-r 1^ 7.

Authorized 


The report has ho«n under consideration 


by tho city

Assocfntlon thftt the city of Oakland

"With this svstem of accounting, Oak- 


land will take front rank and sot a stand- 
ard which other cities must eventually 
follow. 


The cordial spirit of co-operatton mani- 


fested by the city authorities Is worthy of 
the highest praise. 
Less Needed in City 


As rapidly as possible, the %arlous de- 


partments of the city will be taken up 
and carefully examined. 
There Is, how- 


ever, less need for tho active work of 
the Tax Association in the city than in 
the county for the reason that under the 
Civil Service Commission of Oakland, In- 
vestigations will be made similar to those 
that have been made i« Chicago and there 
Is no reason why, if properly conducted, 
the 
Civil Service 
Commission of Oak- 


land should not 
do for the 
city far 


more than can possiby be done by tho Tax 
Association, because of their official pow- 
ers. 


The recent visit of Elton Lotrer of the 


Civil Service Commission of Chicago and 
JIajor James Miles of the Efficiency Bu- 
reau of the 6lv!l Service Commission of 
Chicago, has bten of inestimable bene- 
fit in giving the officials of Oakland a 
clear idea of what can be accomplished 
if the work is properly done 
It is the 


opinion, however, of these gentlemen that 
unless carried out on 
proper lines, the 


•work bad much better not 
be started 


at all. 


There is much to be done and much 


that might be asked for that is not pro- 
vided for in the charter of Oakland, but 
notwithstanding 
this handicap, effective 


work can be accomplished. 


An earnest effort is being made to 


create a Civil Service Commission in Oak- 
land that will give efficiency and econo- 
my In the administration of Oakand af- 
fairs. 
If properly carried out, there will 


be but 
small duty for the Tax Asso- 


ciation to perform. 
Unless carried out, 


however, properly, tho" system will be 
worse than useless as it will be simply 
a source of confusion and misinformation 
to the taxpaj-ers by failing in discharg- 
ing the duties for which it was created. 


The Association, does not bind itself to 


rigidly adhere to any exact order of pro- 
ceedings, but may vary its plans as the 
exigency of the case may require, nor 
does It pretend that the first est of sug- 
gestions upon any office will be final. 
It 


3oes r-lntm. however, that whatever It 
suggests will be a radical Improvement 
over existing conditions, and It reserves 
to itself the privilege of making additional 
suggestions from time 
to time as the 


years go by. 


In order that tho members may appre- 


ciate1 tho benefits to bo derived frornf a 
complete systematizing, co-ordinating and 
standardizing of public affairs, It will be 
necessary to reclto what has been act- 
ually accomplished elsCTrhcro as well a" 
to Indicate what can be accomplished, In 
tho light of our own investigations In 
Alameda county and Oakland. 
Results In New YorK 


There has recently been published a 


pamphlet by the Bureau of Municipal 
Research of Now York entitled "Six Years 
of 
Municipal Research for Now York 


City." It Is as a whole an Intensely In- 
teresting and Instructive document, and 
the

Statistics regarding the work in Chicago 


are not available in as complete form as 
those presented In the pamphlet of tho 
Bureau of Municipal Research at Xew 
York. 
Much, however, has been done 


through the Efficiency Division of the Civil 
Service Commission of tho city of Chicago. 
This organization is part of the city ad- 
ministration 
It has largo powers and a 


constantly growing Influence. 
It is said 


that Mayor Harrison relies more upon the 
advice of this department and seeks Its 
assistance more frequently than that of 
any department In the city. 


The reoent police 
investigation con- 


ducted by the Efficiency Division run- 
ring over a period of six months, has 
resulted In plans for the complete re- 
organization of the police department. 
Tho commission took the stand that It 
was not necessary to prove graft In order 
to prove inefficiency and that the mere 
existence of open gambling and othor 
forms of vice was sufficient evidence of 
Inefficiency. 


Working along these lines, they have 


caused tho dismissal or resignation of 
numerous police officials and have sub- 
mitted to the Mayor a scheme com- 
pletely reorganizing the department. 
It 


would be difficult to estimate In dollars 
the value/ of such a service to Chicago. 
Other Notable 
i Accomplishments 


By devising a plan of pay-roll rotation 


and paying employes on tho 1ob, a saving 
of more than $50,000 per annum In the 
working time of employes alone has been 
effected. 
A saving of $52,000 per annum 


through the consolidation of bureau yards, 
plan now being adopted. 
Plan for the 


city to carry its own bonding risks at a 
saving of not less than $20,000 per annum. 
DevisL-a a.nd , put into operation In the 
Bureau of Water, a plan whereby tho 
assessment of water rates, 
heretofore 


completed In four years, will be done in 
two years with the same force, at a sav- 
ing of not less than $00,000 per annum. 
This was done by standardizing a day's 
work. 


The same bureau Increased the effi- 


ciency of meter rate takers by standard- 
izing and Increased the efficiency about 
40 per cent. 


By consolidating the shop of the Bureau 


of Water with that of the "Water Works, 
Increased efficiency due to thu elimina- 
tion in duplication of efforts. 
Figures 


showing this economy not vet available. 


By a field study of the employment of 


labor in the caro and repairs of hydrants 
and water main;) eliminated a force of 100 
laborers at a saving: of 
$275 
per day. 


Through tho means used In ascertaining 
and recording tho Indlvdual efficiency of 
employes based upon standardization of 
duties Increased tho efficiency of tho en- 
tire city service. 
Uniform Salaries 
Secured 


In co-operation with tho Mayor, tho 


finance committee of the City Council 
eliminated entirely tho personal equation 
and political pull In fixing salaries In tho 
budget of 1012, preventing trading among 
members of tho finance committee looking 
to Increvse of salaries and secured uni- 
form saluiles In each grrado of tho ser- 
vice. 
Salaries are now paid according 


to grade and thoro Is no political nor per- 
sonal influence that can Increase or do- 
creano tho salary paid employes In any 
given giudo. 


It was found that employes In various 


parts of Chicago wcro paid varying sums 
from 
S'JOO 
1 to over $2000 por annum for 


Identical service.

The correspondence between the Asso-

"Your belief that It is necessary to so 


establish a system of accounts that all 
necesrary Information may be developed 
before serious consideration can be given 
to the matter of economy In the expendi- 
ture of public moneys, can be at once 
confirmed by any effort to deal with 
prospective performance without informa- 
tion relative to past performance." 


"At the present tlmo there is no co- 


ordinating system of accounts which wlH 
exhibit either the financial position of 
the county or its relative operations In 
such form that consideration with re- 
spect to th« matter of an economic, ex- 
penditure of moneys can. be successfully 
had. 


"Tho Auditor's offlca Is naturally as- 


sumed to perform tho'functions indicated 
by Its title and to be a'central account- 
Ing office, but, In fact, although main- 
taining certain important controls over 
transactions, 
Its records present prac- 


tically no further Information than la 
shown by tho Treasurer's accounts of 
cash receipts and disbursements. 


"No records are maintained to exhibit 


the composition of expenditures. The ac- 
counts relative to tho various funds can 
seldom be correct for tho reason that 
there Is no consideration of liabilities In- 
curred and, therefore, tho apparent bal- 
ances are to such extent In excess of the 
true available balances. 


"Tho office maintains no accounts of tbe 


county's assets,' either fixed or convert* 
Ible, nor of Its liabilities, cither current 
or funded, except In the way of discon- 
nected memoranda. 


"An annual report is prepared which 


exhibits the cash transactions 
for tho 


year In great detail, but without any In- 
formation 
c/f costs or r«suHs. It must 


be understood In this connection that un- 
der tho present methods, It is not prac- 
ticable to prepare a financial report of 
the character provided for 'by tho stand- 
ardized method. 
Defects Are Enumerated 


"The defects in tho present methods, 


when considered In the light of modern 
standardized

system, 
are 


many and wo now only refer to those most 
Important, as -follows:

Auditor's office over tho collection, of 
revenue Is not complete.

Tho fact that no records are 


maintained to exhibit the assets, nnd
